Two 
South Vietnamese were k illed and several 
wounded. 
320 Red Killed 
The big g est eng ag ement, however, came 
Saturday and Sunday in

hig hlands 18 miles from the Laotian border, 
where South Vietnamese rang ers with U.S. 
support reported k illing 320 North Viet­ 
namese. 
The rangers swept the aren 25 miles 
no rthwest o f Pleiku Tuesday as U.S. B52 
bo mbers dro pped 500 to ns o f bo mbs o n 
suspected enemy tro o p co ncentratio ns. A 
spo kesman said U.S. fighter-bo mbers and 
artillery acco unted fo r 200 enemy dead. He 
added that 51 rangers were wo unded. 
The purpose of the reported enemy troop 
movements was not clear. U.S. intellig ence 
sources have been warning that the enemy 
m ay try an offensive soon north of Saig on 
in an effort to sway the peace talk s in 
Paris. 
Hard Fig hting Ahead 
More than 8.000 U.S. servicemen have 
been k illed in battle since the United States 
and North Vietnamese first met* in Paris 
to try to g et peace talk s started. Now that 
the peace talk s have beg un, the U.S. Com­ 
mand look s for more hard fig hting ahead. 
There hav e been no majo r battles in­ 
v o lv ing U.S. fo rces recently , but the kind 
o f o peratio ns emphasized slo wly build up 
the number o f Americans killed o r wo unded. 
These are cordon operations, desig ned 
to trap enemy troops and force them to 
surrender or die.

Expanded Medicaid Plan 
Advanced By Committee

Welfare Committee Tuesday 
dispatched to the floor of the 
Leg islature for debate a bill 
which would g reatly expand 
m edicaid costs by extending 
elig ibility to l ow - i nc om e 
persons who are not welfare 
recipients. 
Sen. Terry Carpenter 
o f 
Sco ttsbluff, spo nso r o f LB19 , 
said the measure co uld in­ 
crease the pro gram’s co sts by 
at least $20 millio n a bien­ 
nium. 
On the basis of the present 
funding formula, state costs 
would expand by $5'million or 
more.* 
Carpenter said the prog ram 
now costs $40 million a bien­ 
nium and is funded 56% with 
federal dollars, 24% by the 
state and 20% by counties. 
No Way 
There 
is 
-no 
way 
of 
determining how m any Ne­ 
brask ans would be added to 
the medicaid rolls 
by LB19 , 
Carpenter said, and thus no 
w a y 
of 
a c c u r a t e l y 
determining 
the 
increased 
costs. 
They could even double, he 
told the committee. 
The bill won 5-0 approval. 
LB 19 w o u l d e x t e n d 
medicaid assistance to single 
perso ns who se net annual in­ 
co me is $1,6 00 o r less; to a 
family o f two who se inco me 


do es no t ex ceed $2,200 a y ear, 
and to larger families who se 
inco me do es no t^x ceed $2,200 
plus .$400 fo r each dependent 
o v er the number o f two . 
Medicaid is now confined to 
recipients of aid to dependent 
children, the ag ed, blind and 
disabled. 
Cost of medical care has 
sk yrock eted 
to 
the 
point 
where people m ust be con­ 
cerned “ not only with g etting 
well, but how to pay for it,” 
Carpenter said. 


‘Human M isery’ 
Costs of assistance to low- 
income persons 
who 
need 
medical care cannot override 
the combined difficulties of 
“ human m isery and inability 
to pay,” he said. 
In many cases, 
medical 
costs lead to bank ruptcy and 
financial 
ruin, 
Carpenter 
noted.

Held for further considera­ 
tion was LB2, C arpenter’s bill 
to reduce the penalty for first 
offense possession of m ari­ 
juana.

12 Miners Led Around Fire 


Mt. Morris, Pa. (iP) — A 
dozen men battled 
heavy 
smoke deep in a burning coal 
mine Tuesday before their 
foreman located a rescue 
team and they were led 
around the fire to safety . 
They were more fortunate 
than 78 miners who were 
killed three months ag o when 
a mine at Manning ton, W. Va., 
was ripped by fire and ex ­ 
plosions. 
The 12 were among men 
working in Hmphrey No. 7, 
owned by Consolidation Coal 
Co., when the roof of a pas­ 
sag eway collapsed early Tues­ 
day . The cave-in trig g ered an 
electrical fire insidethe mine’s 
main entrance, just south of 
this villag e along the West 


Virg inia-Pennsy lvania line. 
All but the 12-man crew, 
working a section three miles 
in from the entrance, were 
lifted to safety in bucket 
hoists and elevators

after

There was no wo rd fro m the 
remaining crew fo r sev eral 
ho urs, until fo reman Millard 
Bro ck telepho ned the surface 
fro m within the mine to say 
his men were all rig ht.

Marijuana Bill Watered Down 


The Legislature’s Judiciary 
Committee Tuesday adv anced 
to the floor a bill requiring a 
mandatory 30-day susp ension 
for a Nebraska college stu- 
dent conv icted of p ossessing 
marijuana. 
The measure is the amend­ 
ed v ersion of Sen. Terry 
Carp enter’s LB8 which would 
hav e required p ermanent ex ­ 
p ulsion and barred the stu­ 
dent from entering any other 
school in the state. 
Op p onents had testified the 


measure in its original form 
was too sev ere and cruel.

would not bar the ex p elled 
student from later seeking 
readmission, or from gaining

Nebraska college.

Pedersen said p arents of

National president of the 
League of Women Voters, 
which this year will mark its 
50th anniversary, is Mrs. 
Bruce B. Benson of Amherst, 
Mass., ^wife of a physics 
professor at Amherst Col­ 
lege. 
A graduate of Smith Col­ 
lege, Northampton, Mass., 
from wluch she also received 
her 
Masters 
degree 
in 
history 
with 
the 
liberal 
movement in politics as her 
field, Mrs. Benson became 
interested in the vital role of 
the individual citizen in self- 
government during the time 
of the Sen. Joiseph McCarthy 
hearings. 
“I realized that if citizens 
don’t take part in their 
government all 
kinds 
of 
Slings can happen,” 
she 
says. “I became interested 
in how a democracy operates 
and, 
because the 
league 
works on concrete issues of 
government which 'have to 
be solved, I became active in 
the local group — the league 
is the only one 
I know of 


devoted to the citizen’s basic 
role in self-government.” 
A nonpartisan organization 
which aims to encourage the 
informed 
and 
a c t i ve 
participation of all citizens in 
government and politics, the 
league came into being in 
1920— the same year as did 
women’s sutffrage. 
With a membership of 
150,000 in more than 1,250 
local leagues, the organiza­ 
tion’s work is twofold: a 
voters 
service which 
in­ 
cludes the distribution of 
non-partisan information on 
candidates and issues, and 
campaigns 
to 
encourage 
registration and voting; and 
second, a program which 
features governmental issues 
selected by the members for 
study and action. 
The league’s position on 
issues is arrived at by con­ 
sensus in a long-drawn-out 
process which starts at the 
local level with members’ 
discussions and ends when 
the national group analyzes 
answers to questionnaires on 


the issues sent to local 
groups. 
For a number of years, the 
league has favored appor­ 
tionment based on popula­ 
tion, and a brand new item 
for study is the nation’s 
electoral 
c ol l e ge 
and 
possibilities for revising the 
election system. 
Fortunately,

M r s . 
Benson, 
whose 
two-year 
term of office entails travel­ 
ing extensively for speaking 
engagements as 
well 
as 
three days a week at the 
league’s Washington, 
D.C. 
headquarters, her husband is 
equally interested in the ac­ 
tivities of the Women Voters. 
‘‘He gets as worked up as I 
do,” she says, “and he is a 
tremendous help and source 
of strength.”

Declarer wo n in dummy 
with the ten and le d the 


queen o f clubs, o n which 
East play ed the ace, and it 
was at this po int that West 
trumped his partner’s ace 
and led a seco nd ro und o f 
trumps. 
As a result, So uth went 
do wn o ne. He co uld still ruff 
a club in dummy , but there 
was no way fo r him to av o id 
the lo ss o f ano ther club trick. 
All to ld, declarer lo st three 
clubs, a heart and a dia­ 
mo nd. 
Had West neglected to ruff 
his partner’s ace o f clubs, 
So uth wo uld hav e made the 
co ntract. He wo uld hav e 
ruffed two clubs in dummy 
instead o f o ne, 
and this 
wo uld hav e bro u^t him to 
nine tricks. 
The hand illustrates the 
high impo rtance o f go o d 
defense. All to o o ften a 
declarer is permitted to go 
peacefully abo ut his business 
and achiev e what appears to 
be a no rmal result. East’s 
trump shift at trick two was 
perhaps m)t to o difficult, but 
West’s ruff o f his partner’s 
ace indicated a keen smse o f 
appreciatio n o f the drastic 
step necessary to defeat the 
co ntract.
